which his name has in succeeding generations been so honour¬ 
ably associated.

Differences between copies of this valuable work arise from the destruc¬ 
tion by Walton at the Restoration, of the sheet C of prolegomena, which, 
from its eulogy of Cromwell, was offensive to Charles II. In the original 
issue, he states his sentiments and intentions, with regard to the publication, 
in a very different way from what appears afterwards, and thanks the most 
illustrious Lord Protector and his council for their assistance granted to his 
labours end the exemption of the paper from duty. In the reprint which was 
made after the Restoration, the Bishop enlarges piously on the dreadful affairs 
of recent times, and drops the illustrious Protector entirely, except by a kind 
of innuendo drawn from his sense of shame ;—that is, in giving the names of 
his patrons, he mentions all “ prater eos quorum favore chartam a vectiga- 
libns immunem habuimus.”

The order of the books is a matter that deserves consideration in 
determining the value and the allocation to its proper class of every biblical 
Hebrew MS. In the present MS. they run as follows:—the Pentateuch, 
JosbuA, Judges, Samuel, and Kings ; Jeremiah, Ezekiel, Isaiah, Hosea, Ruth, 
Psalms, Job, Proverbs, Ecclesiastes, Canticles, Lamentations, Esther, Daniel, 
Ezra and Nehemiali, Chronicles. This order, which is different from the usual 
one observed in MSS. is remarkable, as being evidently the same as in the 
original followed by the scribe, the ends and the beginnings of the books 
generally meeting together on single pages. There is no division indicated 
between the several books of Judges, Kings, and Chronicles; and Ezra and 
Nehemiah run together without any break in the page. There are four pages 
of Canons or Tables between Hosea and Ruth, three of those pages being

LECTIONES supplied by this Codex renders it of the greatest importance to 
students of the Hebrew Scriptures.

The purchaser of these noble volumes will be, to all scholarly intents, the 
possessor of the famous Codex A,the first if not the most ancient of the 51 Uncial 
MSS. upon which all modern biblical criticism is based.

It is a circumstance of very great rarity to find all the four 
pictures of the Evangelists in one MS., and an unusual interest 
attaches in consequence to the present codex, which is quite 
perfect, and also important as having been copied from one of the 
most ancient texts. A couple of leaves were, however, cancelled 
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by a nearly contemporary corrector, who substituted three leaves 
in a different hand-writing, for the purpose of supplying the 
omission of John viii. 1-11, which was originally absent in this 
MS. as well as in the earlier codex from which it was derived. 
As far as any peculiarities of the writing are concerned, it has 
to be said that there are not very many instances of itacism; 
the'dative iota is sometimes ascript, and sometimes omitted, but 
never subscript; and the breathings are scarcely modified from 
the old rectangular shape. 

The word used in John i. 28, was originally Bethabara, but 
the scribe (not the corrector) erased it himself and changed it 
to Bethania, which is sufficient to prove that he corrected his 
copy from one of the very ancient MSS. written before the 
Church accepted the alteration suggested by Origen who first 
substituted Bethabara for Bethania.

The paintings which 
represent St. Mark and St. John (that of Matthew being damaged 
by* the loss of colour) are infinitely superior to the ordinary 
character of the work in old MSS. The design and the execution 
are alike admirable. Indeed the graceful style of omamention 
used in the borders to the Canon (arches of gold richly decorated, 
supported by light pillars of coloured marbles) as well as the 
Gospel-headings, is quite sufficient to give this MS. a special 
artistic rank among decorated Codices of the Greek Gospels. 

The handwriting is an excellent cursive with headings in a 
semi-uncial character ; there is no division between words, and 
the breathings are noted in the quadrate (or half h) shape. The 
dative iota is not subcribed, but generally affixed at the end of

the word (and occasionally omitted). Another point for remark 
is the use of the epenthetic v before consonants ; but this is not 
always seen in the text. Abbreviations are only adopted in the 
words usually so written in the earliest MSS., and in a few 
places where terminations are contracted for want of space. 

The text offers an immense number of valuable Various 
Beadings, but generally agrees with the received version. A 
remarkable feature of the MS. is the prologue to each Gospel, 
differing from the known prefaces of the Fathers as given by 
Erasmus, Mill, and other editors.

Only one other copy on vellum is known—which is in Lord 
Spencer’s library, and which has generally been considered 
unique. From the facsimile of its De Thou binding, given by 
Dibdin, it is plain that both copies were bound at the same time 
(about 1569-70). Consequently the De Thou arms impressed 
on the Spencer copy must have been impressed at a later date, 
perhaps over the arms of Catherine de Medici, with whose 
library that great bibliophile had much to do in 1594. But the 
Sunderland copy is the presentation copy to the King, and is, 
notwithstanding the attacks of the worms, in excellent condition, 
with its curious original back (also richly gilt with the interlace¬ 
ments and the fanfare ornaments in their earliest stage) 
projecting upwards and downwards, at top and bottom, beyond 
the level of the sides and front.

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III. EARLY VERSIONS, 

a. Latin. 

It is not known when the Scriptures were first translated into 
Latin . In the earlier ages of the faith the Greek text was sufficient 
in itself for the Christians of the metropolis, where the language of 
Athens had so large a currency, but the outlying provinces required a 
Latin version , and we know that one existed in the second century, 
which has been entitled Africana or Itala, according as it was 
supposed to have originated in Milan or in Carthage. The rudeness 
of us language was probably distasteful to the growing Christendom 
of Rome, when Greek studies decayed there; and St . Jerome was 
requested to make a new translation, which he accomplished in the 
course of twenty-three years, between a.d. 382 and 405. This became 
the Vulgate of the Christian Church, the true Bible of the Middle 
Ages, and, as a text, ranks next in importance to the Hebrew and the 
Greek. St. Jerome has usually been considered to have made an 
entirely new translation, but as a matter of fact he availed himself 
largely of the labours of his unknown predecessors, and followed to a 
considerable extent the language of the Itala. Of this older version 
no complete MS. remains; the existing fragments have been printed 
by Sabatier (See No. 15910) and Blanchini (15909).

This MS. so remarkable for its age and preservation, as 
well as for its binding and sculptured ivory, was described by 
Montfaucon in tbo “Bibliotheca Bibliotbecarum” (1739) and 
assigned to the close of the eighth century.

the collection of the church at St. Pierre, at Liege. A MS. 
note by the Baron de Crassier, concerning his faithful reparation 
of the binding, is pasted on the cover of the book.

This may be called the Masham Bible. Its first possessor after the King 
was Sir William Masham (he probably received it as a present when he got 
the baronetcy in 1621), of Oates in Essex.

There are several Syriac versions of the Bible, ranging from the 
first to the tenth century of our era; and there can be little doubt 
that the Scriptures had vernacular currency in Syria contempora¬ 
neously with the Greek. The text which has been accepted as the 
oldest is called the Peshito [simplex), and is supposed to date from 
the first century of Christ ; but Dr. Cureton has printed from a MS. 
of the fourth or fifth century a more ancient text of the Gospels, which 
shows that the standard Peshito was probably a recension edited with 
modifications in the second century.

This precious Manuscript is the only perfect early codex of 
Wycliffe’s work that can ever be offered for sale. It may be 
regarded as unique from many points of view. Of the seventeen 
genqipe copips of Wycliffe^s Testament which are known to exist, 
fourteen are in great public libraries, the fifteenth is in that of 
Lord Ashburriham, and the. sixteenth in that of . Sir Thomas 
Phillipps. Only eight of the sixteen are perfect, and amongst the 
impterfect ones is that of Sir Thos.

The only perfect copy known is in the Grenville library; 
there are six imperfect ones in existence (including this) of 
which three are in public libraries. The above copy is in 
magnificent condition, sound and fine as when it was brought 
to England. The names of John Halle and John Bennett 
appear in contemporary red ink on the title-pages. The book of 
Numbers (like the absent book of Genesis) is in Gothic charac¬ 
ters ; the other three are in Roman characters,—from which 
circumstance it has been surmised that Tyndale, having already 
produced Genesis and Numbers at Marburg (as shown by the 
known imprint of Genesis),printed Exodus, Leviticus,and Deutero¬ 
nomy in a different town (Cotton says probably Hamburg).

It commences with the title, which is within a curious woodcut 
border, and on its reverse the dedication epistle of Jer. de Vargas and Duarte 
Pinel to the Duke of Eerrara ; then “ al lector” 2 pp. Table 6 11. ; text 400 
numb.

The preface implies that the translation into Spanish was made for the 
first time in the preparation of this Bible, and the editor (in the dedication 
signed bv J. de Vargas and Duarte Pinel, it is called nuestra traducion which 
they wished sacar a biz ) in his address to the reader states that he had caused 
the Bible to be translated by several learned men. He excuses the barbarous 
style of the language on the ground that the ancient sententious language of 
the Spanish Jews had been used for the purpose of obtaining greater closeness 
to the original. All this makes it probable that the translation was really an 
old one, in use in Spain amongst the Jews for centuries before, and that it 
was merely sacada a bis in 1553, so that (as the editor says) Spain should 
not be the only country without a vernacular Bible—that is, in Castilian,

This exquisite specimen of Italian art was one of the gems 
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of the Didot collection. There are many MS. of the same work 
in’existence, all more or less resembling in arrangement and com¬ 
position the early xylographic editions of the Apocalypse, few of 
them, however, perfect. But I have never seen one like this, in 
which every picture is a masterly work of art, exhibiting in the 
correctness and elegance of the designs (which are executed by 
the pen) and in the quiet harmony of the colouring (which is 
lightly washed over) a refinement of taste and a perfection of 
skill to which few illustrated MSS. afford a parallel. It is, 
moreover, quite complete. The handwriting is French in 
character, but the illustrations are so graceful as studies of 
form and composition that they can only be referred to Italian 
execution. The costume and the armour which appear in the 
drawings tend likewise to favour this view. 

As for the artist, a critic like Waagen might be able to 
ascribe this work to its proper authorship. Without venturing 
upon any hazardous conjecture, I may simply point out that it 
is an admirable production of the Florentine school, and that it 
is of the time of Taddeo Gaddi. Kugler says that “ a manu* 
script of the celebrated Speculum Salvationis ” [a book of 
precisely similar character to the Apocalypse, and like it con¬ 
sisting simply of designs without any text beyond the legends 
which are subjoined to the figures] “in the Library of the 
Arsenal at Paris, contains 160 slightly coloured pen-drawings 
which recall in many respects the manner of Taddeo, and are 
remarkable for simplicity and dignity of composition, and for 
graceful motives. In the heads, especially, we observe a 
delicate and individual character.” These words might be used 
with equal truth concerning the present Apocalypse manuscript, 
and the owner of the book may with some show of justice 
consider himself the possessor of a glorious work of art by one 
of the great Italian painters of the school of Giotto.

1640 in one continuous narrative, introducing documents from the Papal 
Archives which serve to elucidate profane history at the same time, and to 
which, in the earlier portion more particularly, Baronius had access both as 
Cardinal and intimate friend and confessor to Pope Clement VIII.

No perfect copy of this excessively rare book is known to 
be in existence. Of the half-dozen recorded copies, all are more 
or less defective; that in the Grenville library being the only 
one which has ever been completed even by the aid of fac¬ 
similes. 

There are few books so rare as those which were printed 
by the anonymous Schoolmaster of St. Albans, whose impressions 
were far more limited than those of his contemporary Caxton. 
He issued only eight volumes, and worked from 1480 to 1486. 

The St. Albans* Chronicle contains the Brute Chronicle 
as current in the Middle Ages, from the story of Geoffrey of 
Monmouth and others; but the text is far less curtailed than 
that given by Caxton and his followers in the so-called 
“ Caxton*s Chronicle.** 

It is a curious thing, hitherto unknown, that folios D4 and 
D5 (in the second series of signatures) were reprinted by the 
Schoolmaster. They contain an account of the rival papacies 
of Rome and Avignon, beginning with the following words :—

They became associated with nine other lords, 
Johannes L&zinus, an ecclesiastical dignitary from Transylvania, Felix 
Schmidt, a Dominican of Ulm, Paul and Thomas, two Minorites skilled in 
tongues, and Erhard Renwich, an artist from Utrecht, who made all the 
designs which adorn the book. The chief authorship is ascribed in the book 
itself to Breytenbach (hajus opens auctor principalis), and there is no mention 
made of Martin Roth the Dominican to whom modern critics assign the work. 
The Count of Solms died at Alexandria. The story of this journey will 
always be interesting: it is one of the first printed books of travel; it describes 
minutely the condition of the Holy Land, and the customs of the various races 
and sects that inhabited it. Moreover, the alphabets and characters of different 
languages; including the Hebrew, Arabic, Syriac, Ethiopic, etc. which appear 
in this work, were the first examples of their kind. In short, the work 
possesses interest for every kind of collector.

One of the remarkable features of this and other early books 
from the Sunderland library, is that the copies are so large as 
to allow in most cases the original MS. signatures of the sheets 
to be seen, and we are thus enabled to correct most of the 
descriptions printed by bibliographers. In this instance, for 
example, Brunet and others simply tell us that the book consists 
of 14 leaves of index, and 256 leaves of text; altogether 270. 
Now the fact is that it consists of 274 leaves, arranged as follows : 
sign, a, 16 leaves (the first and last blank) ; b—n in sheets of 
ten leaves; o, in twelve; p— z, and two succeeding sheets, in 
tens ; two further sheets, eight leaves each (the two final leaves 
being blank). 

This is the greatest work of the great man who first infused 
a soul into the marble form of ancient Philosophy, who first 
introduced Christianity into the world of learning and enlighten¬ 
ment, and who showed in this very work how the Empire 
(Civitas Mundi) must go down before the New Faith (Civit&s 
Dei), of which he was the noblest exponent and representative 
that had yet appeared.

Hu.” edition must have been 
produced in North-east Italy. Thus it becomes an interesting problem for the 
history of early typography in Italy.

In these days of iconoclasm and uncertainty, it is a comfort 
to possess a noble volume like this, bearing its date and printers’ 
names in full, aud maintaining the undisputed honour of being 
the third book printed with a date. 

The book itself has long remained a work of standard 
authority on the history of the Roman Church discipline, the 
origin and meaning of the various forms of the ritual. It is a 
creditable monument of scholastic learning in the thirteenth 
century, and is still indispensable to a correct understanding of 
the symbolism of all Christian ceremonies. 

This was the oldest printed work in the grand Sunderland 
collection, and is likely to remain, for the next half century, the 
oldest dated book that can appear in the market.

The Gallican character of this missal is pointed ont by Dr. Todd, whose 
printed description is pasted on the fly-leaves. He held that the MS. had been 
written in or before 1173, when Thomas a Becket was canonized, because the 
original feribe left blanks (afterwards filled in by another) for the collects and 
stcreia of his office, as if the service had not yet been definitely settled.

This superb MS. is a marvel of sumptuous artistic decoration, 
and was probably executed for Charles the Bald, whose affection 
for fine MSS. is well known to the students of palaeograpbical 
history. The first four leaves are occupied by full-length figures 
of the four Evangelists, each of whom is represented as writing 
his Gospel, the opening sentence of which is on a scroll in letters 
of gold, the background of each painting being decorated with a 
rich pattern of leafwork. The fifth leaf presents the Salvator 
Mundi seated on a gold arc. Folio 6 is a splendid page of 
interlaced capitals—a blaze of gold—signifying in 15 letters 
“ Legendum per anni curriculum.” On the reverse are curiously 
interlaced three capitals, signifying “ Dominus.” Page 10 pre¬ 
sents the word “ Sequentia,” a marvel of interlacement ingoldand 
rich colours : pp. 12-13 bear the words “ Evangelii Secundum ’* 
in the same style, but entirely varied in detail. Page 14 
presents two large intricately designed letters, within which are 
worked the words “ Respondeant omnes, Gloria tibi Domixe.” 
On p. 15, from the maze of interlaced golden letters, we decipher 
“ In illo tempore;” pp. 16-17 contain in gold uncial characters 
the opening of St. Matthew’s Gospel. To pass on for want of 
space, pp. 35-8 have an empurpled ground, shadowed with white 
in leaf pattern, on which are emblazoned the lessons of the 
Festival of the Purification, in gold uncial letters. At pp. 
171-4 are the lessons of Maundt-Thursdat, in gold semi-uncial 
characters on white ground. Then for the great festival of 
Easter are 17 gorgeous pages of intricate golden letters on 
empurpled ground, most delicately shadowed with white in 
different devices, the text in uncial and semi-uncial characters 
of gold. No description, however, can do justice to this noble 
monument of ancient art, which is one of the finest existing 
productions of the revival of learning and taste under Charle¬ 
magne. The uncial letters are of extraordinary beauty, but they 
are not finer than the large Roman capitals, which are also 
used for headings. 

The festival of Epiphany is headed by its ancient and 
unusual name Theophania ; in the text the diphthongs le and a? 
are found usually written as two separate letters, and the 
general correctness of the scribe is remarkable. In the laigt* 
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miniatures (each occupying a full page) it is evident, from the 
manner in which the Illuminator depicted St. Mark and St. 
Luke, that the Chrysography in this very volume was executed 
by means of an ordinary pen dipped in fluid gold. 

Among the various choice collections of Manuscripts that 
have been dispersed of late years, it is doubtful if there was any 
volume to compare with the present, which is indeed a treasure 
the richest collector might be proud to possess.

whose arms are on it. The geometrical pattern of the publisher's plaqus has 
been imitated very nearly by hand, but all the spaces between have been filled 
with delicate pointilU ornament in gold, so that the sides present an appearance 
of extreme richness and splendour. The tooling is so minute and fine that it 
must have been the work of some one who had learnt his art under Le Gascon. 
The binding was done about 1671, the year in which the young Cardinal was 
enrolled in the order of the Saint-Esprit.

This little Manuscript stands in artistic value above most 
accessible examples of tbe kind. It is less showy and brilliant, 
but superior in real merit to even the costliest articles that are 
usually met with. For grace of design and natural truth, we 
might especially instance the picture in which the Virgin in bed 
is giving suck to the new-born Christ : the Adoration of the 
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three Kings ; the presentation of the child at the altar; and an 
admirably grouped picture showing the Betrayal of Christ. 
The backgrounds are of richly varied ornamental patterns, 
different in each of the twenty miniatures, and indicating 
unusual fertility of fancy in the artist. Three leaves appear to 
be deficient in the text. 

The book itself has further interest as belonging to an 
unusual and local type of the Livres d’Heures. Two entries in 
the Calendar—“ Sanctus Marcus de Suesione,” on the 7th 
October, and “ Sanctus Germ anus de Pratts ,” on the 27th May 
—are not found in this form in other Books of Hours; while the 
feast of St. Fiacre appears as a Duplex on the 30th of August. 
It may hence be inferred that the MS. was executed either at 
Meaux or Soissons.

The entry in the Calendar in golden letters, and in the 
Litany, of the name of Sainctin, Bishop of Meaux, seems to 
point out the diocese in which the MS. was executed, hut the 
entry under the 29th July of St. Guillaume Bishop of St. Brieuc, 
whose name is seldom found in such MSS., may indicate a more 
northerly provenance. The miniatures are remarkable for their 
artistic beauty. 

The office is Gallican, as appears from the fact that in the 
prayers which immediately succeed the Litany the prayer for 
“ nostrum regem " stands before that for the Pope.

This is 
beyond dispnte the finest of all the editions of the Sarnm Missal, and is alao 
one of the last, as they ceased to be printed in 1557, shortly before Elisabeth's 
accession to the throne. Most of the copies that survived the reforming rage 
of the sixteenth oentury were mutilated, and Mr. Maskell (Mon. Hit I, lxivl 
notices that the fine large woodcut of God the Father, crowned with a papal 
tiara, and surrounded by the apostolical symbols, on the second vellum leaf of 
the Canon, “ is a rare picture, and seldom found in printed Missals.” The 
name of Guillaume Merlin, whose initials appear on the two large engraving*, 
will have to be added to the lists of Bartsch and others, as one of the greatest 
roasters of his art The accomplished critic already mentioned, remarks, in 
his work on Ancient Liturgies (pref. p. vii), in reference to all the old English 
service books, that “ Of late years the demand for them has increased tenfold, 
and their price, always great, has naturally increased with the demand, so as 
to put them, when they do occur beyond the reach of men who are neverthe¬ 
less the most anxious to obtain them.” Farts of the marriage service are, as 
msual, in old English.

only one Breviary and one Missal are now known to exist. The Breviary is

The finest 
specimens of French execution are not worthy to take a place 
even far beneath it; and indeed the Italian schools have pro¬ 
duced few works of art to rival this MS. In each of the minia¬ 
tures there is a background, in which the glorious beauty of the 
Italian sky and landscape is vividly empictured. The figures 
are small but marvellously fine in drawing, colouring, and 
perspective ; the decorative borders are at once rich and pure in 
taste ; and the tout ensemble forces even upon the dullest capacity 
a recognition that work like this could only have been executed 
by a masterhand, in the very home of Art.
